Herewith is submitted my sixteenth annual report as auditor of 
the Town of Wilton. 


The only bookkeeping comments necessary are on the State Aid 
Construction, State Aid Maintenance, and 3rd Class Maintenance ac- 
counts where balances were closed to the Contingent Fund. In the - 
State Aid Construction account $125.89 brought forward from the 
1949-50 account, and $110.34 overexpended this year are closed. 


The only accounts showing large overdrafts are Winter Highway 
and Town Charges. Almost exactly half the Winter Highway over- 
draft was from the 1949-50 account. The appropriation did not prove 
large enough to handle the account, and evidently should be increased. 
I have frequently commented that the Town Charges appropriation 
should be closer to the anticipated expenditures. 
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Certificate: 


This is to certify that I have audited the books of the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, and Treasurer of the Town of Wilton, for the 
fiscal year Feb. 1, 1950 to Feb. 1, 1951, and find them, in my opinion, 
an accurate record of the amounts received by the Treasurer, and dis- 
bursed by him in accord with warrants duly signed by the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, and School Board. The amounts paid to the 
Treasurer by the Tax Collector are in accord with the assessments made, 
except for the sum of $61.50 in poll taxes and personal property taxes 
uncollected. The excise tax receipts for the 1950 calendar year were 
checked against the payments to the Treasurer on the 1950 account. 


I wish to thank all the Town Officers who have given me every 
assistance requested in making this audit, and preparing this report.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Wilton: 


I hereby submit my first annual report of the Wilton Schools. Since 
the change in superintendencies which resulted in Mr. Sullivan’s going | 
to Sanford and in my coming here occurred just prior to the opening 
of schools in September, this survey will be largely factual in nature. 
All citizens feel, I am sure, that many progressive steps toward adequate 
school facilities and an enriched educational program were initiated un- 
der Mr. Sullivan’s administration, with the result that Wilton’s Schools 
have already acquired a status toward which many towns are still striv- 
ing. 
Following are some statistics relative to teachers, other school per-. 
sonnel and enrollment: 


PERSONNEL 


There were several changes in the elementary teaching staff at the 
opening of schools for the fall term. Mrs. Eleanor Bump, formerly of the 
Central School faculty, was elected to the principalship of the New Pri- 
mary Building. Mrs. Birdena Mosher, Mrs. Elizabeth Willoughby, and 
Mrs. Virginia Donald were transferred to the new Primary and Miss 
Grace Pesilli of Auburn added to the staff to teach a combined Grade 
2-3 room. Mrs. Bump and these teachers have been highly successful in © 
establishing a primary program for grades sub-primary through 3 in the 
new building. 

At the Central School Grade 8 was divided, Principal Foster San- 
born teaching one division and Mr. Alvas Rand secured to teach the 
other, and to serve as coach of grade sports. Mr. Rand was called into 
the armed service early in October and Mr. William Raynes of Bath was 
elected to fill the position. Mr. Rand’s resignation to answer his call to 
service was accepted with deep regret. Mr. Raynes remained until the 
end of the fall term and then left to enter business. Mr. Verne Byers 
was elected teacher-coach and began his work at the opening of the win- 
ter term. He comes highly recommended from Farmington State Teach- 
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ers College having completed his work for a degree there at mid-years. 

The town is fortunate in having competent and conscientious teach- 
ers, who are alert to the social factors involved in promoting the devel- 
opment of the individual child as well as the educational needs. The 
unitary method is often in evidence in classroom teaching as are other 
techniques which enable children to learn by planning, by doing, and 
by evaluating. Our janitors, bus drivers, and cafeteria staff seem at all 
times to have foremost in their minds the best welfare of the pupils and 
make an important contribution to the whole school program. 

Statistics relative to elementary teachers and school personnel are 
tabulated ‘below. Principal Harland Keay’s report will include facts 
relative to the Academy staff.

BUILDINGS 

Wilton citizens have many reasons to take pride in the planning, 
construction, and occupation of the new Primary School, a project so 
successfully and economically executed by the Building Committee. 
This school, completely modern in design and adapted particularly to 
the lower grades, equipped entirely with new and approved classroom 
furniture, fluorescent lighting, and a univent heating — ventilating sys- 
tem has won much favorable comment from visitors who have seen it. 
One room is used as an activity room and may possibly be retained for 
that purpose another two years at least. ‘The overcrowded condition 
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existing at the Central School was alleviated, so that each teacher in both 
buildings now has a more normal class load with the opportunity of pro- 
viding a greatly enriched classroom program. As at the Primary School, 
the Central School has a room available for class activities and visual 
aids. | 

In addition to completion of the new Primary Building, last sum- 
mer’s program included much renovation at the Central School. A new 
oil burning heating system was installed at a cost of approximately 
$3,500. Some classrooms were modernized by addition of fluorescent 
lights, green chalkboards, the painting of walls in pleasing tints, buffing 
of floors and application of penetrating floor seal, and installation of - 
new pupil seating units. Both boys’ and girls’ basements were remod- 
eled and painted, a former storage space converted into an attractive 
faculty dining room, and other innovations that add much to the com- 
fort of teachers and pupils. Mrs. Masterman, as a cafeteria project, has 
greatly improved the dining room and kitchen with new asphalt tile 
floors, conversion of the former teachers’ dining room into a second one 
for use by pupils, and provision of storage platforms and shelves for 
foods. Our cafeteria is acknowledged to be without question one of the 
best equipped and best managed school lunch plants in the state. Its 
worth is evidenced in more healthy children who achieve much better 
results in school work. 


At the East Wilton School, repairs have been made to the chimney, 
and a part of the basement has been remodeled into added cafeteria 
space. Mr. Harry Adams has given much time and effort to this project. 
The result is a cafeteria more than double in size, with a paneled ceiling, 
newly painted walls, new lighting, and additional linoleum-covered 
tables. This room can now serve as an excellent meeting place for school 
or community group meetings and facilitates the serving of the lunches 
sent daily from the Central School kitchen. This building needs new 
pupil seating and new lighting in some rooms as soon as they can be 


provided. 


Floors at the Dryden and East Dixfield Schools have been treated 
with penetrating floor seal. Here also much renovation is needed along 
the line of new modern classroom furniture, new lighting, and exterior 
painting. Telephones have been installed at both these schools as at all 
other schools. 


The water supply at East Wilton is at times causing some difficulty. 
Renewal of pipe will undoubtedly be necessary in the near future. 
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The town raised $4,000 for equipment at the new Primary Building. 
All but a few dollars of this has been expended for pupil seating, teach- 
ers’ desks, folding chairs, and office furniture. 


VISUAL AIDS 


Few towns have better audio-visual aid facilities than Wilton. Prin- 
cipal Sanborn at the Central School has been successful in initiating a 
program which has won much favorable commendation. The equip- 
ment in the building includes a movie projector, a film strip projector, a 
stereoptican, a record player and amplifier, a wire recorder, and opaque 
projector and a growing library of film strips, slides and records. He 
and the teachers make use of these aids by correlating them with class- 
room work. Film strip projectors are also available at the new Primary 
School, the East Wilton School and at East Dixfield. A film strip de- 
pository at Farmington State Teachers College makes it possible to 
secure almost any film strip desired for any grade level. The East Wil- 
ton School also has a movie projector. Children from the Dryden school 
have been able to participate to a large extent in the visual aids program 
by being transported once a week to the Central School. A film strip 
projector should be made available at the Dryden School as soon as pos- 
sible in order that work in the primary grades may be aided by the use 
of correlating film stips and slides which may be secured from Farm- 
_ ington State Teachers College. 

The entire visual aids program as now operating will be evaluated 
during the spring in order that the best possible program may be initi- 
ated next year. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


Health education and the teaching of correct health habits from 
both preventative and curative viewpoints, have come to be services 
expected of schools today. Miss Bonsey, health nurse, devotes a great 
deal of her time to examination of pupils in the classrooms, home visits, 
conferences with teachers and administrators, and maintaining records, 
all of which help to promote a rather comprehensive program of health. 
Cooperation between parents, health nurse, and teachers can bring to 
the pupils advantages as important as any others during their school 
years. Good health is probably the most important prerequisite to good 
school work. 
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MUSIC 

Experiences in the field of music appreciation and vocal training, 
are available in our schools. Mrs. Petersen continues her excellent serv- 
ices aS supervisor, visiting each classroom periodically and directing 
groups for special occasions. Elementary pupils have little or no oppor- 
tunity for instrumental music. It would be helpful if some provision 
could be made so that pupils in the grades syle have the opportunity 
of participating in orchestra work. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 

The Central School cafeteria provides. the school lunches for pupils ~ 
at the Central School and the New Primary School. Lunches are also 
sent out to East Wilton and, during the winter, to East Dixfeld pupils. 
Mrs. Masterman and her staff deserve much credit for maintaining the 
high standing of one of the best school lunch programs in the state, and 
in overcoming many difficulties in a period of high food costs and of 
providing adequate meals. We are serving a daily average of 350 meals 
with the result that pupils are doing better school work and enjoying: 
better health than could ever be possible in the days of the traditional 
cold lunch brought from home. The program, it should be realized, 
has been self supporting, receiving no appropriation from the town. It 
is financed by the 20 cents per meal charge to pupils, receipt of all possi- 
ble surplus foods from the federal government, and the federal subsidy 
of 9 cents per meal. When it is realized that equipment, fuel, non- 
surplus foods, and a weekly payroll of over $150.00 for cafeteria person- 
nel have been financed on a self-supporting basis, it can be easily under- 
stood that now, with food prices so much higher, the program is faced 
with the need of additional funds. . 

Two obvious solutions might be to increase the cost of meals to” 
pupils or to request a special appropriation from the town. It does not 
seem desirable to attempt curtailing either on the cost of labor or on the 
quantity or quality of food served. If federal surplus commodities be- 
come less and less available, as present trends indicate, and if food prices 
remain even at the present levels, it is certain that only by considerable 
outside support can the program be maintained. 


CONVEYANCE 
The town has no serious school conveyance problem. Don Shea, 
supervisor, keeps our busses running smoothly over the established 
routes, and we have seating capacity for all children conveyed. Dan 
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Perry transports sub-primary children from outlying areas to the Primary 
building at noon, and they are returned to their homes in the afternoon 
on the regular busses. This plan enables the beginning grade to be 
divided, town children attending in the forenoon, bus children in the 
afternoon. The International bus needs either extensive motor repairs or 
a new motor, and it may prove the wiser course to exchange this vehicle 
for a larger one, thus acquiring not only more efficient and safer bus, 
but also one sufficiently larger to accommodate. an increased number of 
pupils in the next few years. 


While all children are, at the present time, being accommodated 
the bus on the Weld Road run is at capacity when all pupils are in at- 
tendance. Indications are that more seating space will be needed on 
this trip if we are to comply with the rules regarding conveyance of 
school children. If a new bus is not available and the need arises, we 
shall have to resort to private conveyance for some of these pupils at 
some increase in expense. 


FINANCES 


The mounting costs of providing good schools is a real problem in 
town government, with no apparent relief in sight unless the next Legis- 
lature adopts a tax measure which will allow an increased school subsidy 
from the State. Under the present formulas Wilton has just about 
reached the maximum subsidy we can expect, and the effort of the town 
as shown by the mill rate assessed for school maintenance is well above 
the average of towns in Maine. At this time also, to increase the prob- 
lem, higher living costs indicate a need for increases in salaries of school 
personnel. A new formula for State subsidy is being prepared by the 
Commissioner of Education and the State Board which, if approved, 
will result in increased revenues on the state level and tend to raise con- 
siderably the state support of schools. If such a legislative act is passed, 
the probability is that the state will withdraw from the property tax field 
and raise the revenue from a sales tax, an income tax, or a combination. 
Without a tax bill’s being passed at Augusta this winter any additional 
funds from the State for schools will be impossible. If the proposed new 
formula is passed, with funds to support it, Wilton should receive about 
$8,000 more in state subsidy by December, 1952. 

Examination of the financial report shows that we closed the fiscal 
year with no overdrafts and with a total balance of $3,388.28, divided as 
follows: Common Schools, $3,322.42; Repairs, Rent, Insurance, Equip- 
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ment, $3.43; New Building Equipment, $6.57; and Superintendence, 
$55.86. The state did not pay its full subsidy last December. If the 
amount withheld is made available by the Legislature, and additional 
payment about $1,400 will be forthcoming, giving us a total balance 
of about $4,700.00. 


BUDGET 

The budget as presented incorporates some additional requests in 
Maintenance but a lesser amount in Repairs, Equipment, Rent and In- 
surance. The sum of $44,000.00 for Common Schools instead of the | 
$38,000.00 as raised last year includes salary raises for teachers, which 
we believe is imperative. The sum of $6,000.00 for Repairs, Rent, In- 
surance and Equipment is asked instead of $8,000.00 as raised last year; 
or $12,000 if the additional sum of $4,000 raised for the New Primary 
building equipment is considered. The amount for superintendence is 
unchanged. Adding these requested amounts together totals $51,850.00, 
the exact amount raised at last year’s town meeting. Thus, the School 
Committee believes that for the same total budget as raised a year ago 
the present program can be maintained and the salaries of teachers in- 
creased. A recapitulation of budget requests follows: 


Common Schools $44,000 00 
Repairs, etc. | 6,000 00 
Superintendence 1,850 00 

Total $51,850 00 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 


Wilton Academy, under the able administration of Principal Har- 
land Keay and his teaching staff, continues to serve the needs of Wilton 
boys and girls in the secondary field. The extension of the curriculum 
during the past few years into such occupational areas as commercial 
subjects, home economics, and agriculture has offered valuable practical 
courses for a large number whose future plans do not include college. 
Other possibilities that may deserve consideration are courses in driver 
education, adult education, and industrial arts. 

The new gymnasium, made possible by the generosity and civic 
mindedness of the directors of the Wilton Woolen Company, places the 
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Academy in a high position in the State among schools offering the best 
health and recreational facilities, a fact which should occasion much 
pride. At the same time the building serves the long-felt need of com- 
munity center. 


CONCLUSION 

In closing this report I wish to express my appreciation for the help 
and cooperation extended to me by the members of the Superintending 
School Committee, the town officers, and the teaching staff. The in- 
terest in the welfare of our schools, evidenced by many community 
organizations and so many of the citizens, is encouraging to all of us 
who work to promote the best educational offering possible for the boys 
and girls of Wilton. What Wilton is to be in the future depends very 
largely upon what we do for the children in our classrooms today.

Carolyn Moores, Home Economics, Miss Elizabeth Marden, Mathematics 
and Miss Charlene Blance, English. Miss Moores was graduated from » 
the University of Maine in June 1950. At the University Miss Moores 
was an honor student and active in dramatics. Her extra curricular 
duties include dramatics and adviser of the Eaglet. Miss Marden, a 
graduate of the University of Maine where she majored in Mathematics, 
was active in athletics. She has been coaching girls’ sports at the Acad- 
emy. Miss Blance was graduated from Colby College and has taught 
at Guilford and Winslow High Schools. Besides her regular duties 
in English she handles dramatics and the Commencement program. 

The rotating schedule of classes is being used this year for the first 
time and the classes have been lengthened to fifty minutes. This change 
‘was due to the need for more time to pass to the new gymnasium. 


Sixteen of the forty-two members of the Class of 1950 are enrolled 
in colleges and business schools. 


The Glee Club, under the able direction of Mrs. Petersen, presented 
the “Jungle Inn Cabaret” in January.

Our football team had a successful season being undefeated until 
the final game.

At the present time the boys basketball team is preparing for the 
County Championship game with Jay to be played as the finals of the 
Franklin County Tournament. Our Winter Sports team won the 
County Championship by winning both Meets at Farmington and Wilton 
in February. 

A new music room is being built and sound proofed in the Acad- 
emy building. The students have converted the old shop and coal bin 
into a recreation room.

Report of the Recreation Committee 
FOR 1950 


To the Citizens of Wilton: 


The members of the Wilton Recreation Committee present the 
following report: 


The Recreation Program opened on June 20th for an eight weeks 
session with 298 children enrolled. Miss Jane Austin returned as swim- 
ming supervisor for the second year. During the winter she had taken 
the Red Cross Instructor Course, which in addition to her two years 
experience makes her particularly valuable to us. She was assisted by 
Miss Nancy Connors, of Farmington. Miss Nancy Collins, of Wilton, 
gave her time as a third assistant, serving without pay for the value of the 
experience. 


The playground was supervised by Mr. Robert Wells, assisted by 
Miss Earlene Adams. To assure the safety of the children crossing the 
road, a paid gate keeper was employed. 


The afternoon athletic program which was initiated this year was 
supervised by Mr. Wells and held at the Colby Athletic Field, the av- 
erage attendance was 17 boys and their interest was mainly in baseball. 
We feel this part of our program can be built up and will fill an impor- 
tant need of this age group. 


Each year the Committee has endeavored to improve the playground 
area, to buy additional playground and water front equipment and to 
keep the equipment in good repair, so the program may function efh- 
ciently. | 


The Skating Program began the last of December and is going in 
full swing. The rink, under the supervision of Mr. Lyle Kingsbury, is 
again proving to be a popular place for the youngsters to spend their 
afternoons and evenings.

Report of the Health Officer 


During the past year, the only real problems concerning the Health 
Welfare of the Town of Wilton, has been the control of infectious and 
contagious diseases among the school children. These contagious 
‘diseases have chiefly been the usual measles, mumps, chicken pox and 
whooping cough. The epidemic of chicken pox has been particularly 
severe here in Wilton, as it has been across the entire state and has hit 
many adults as well as children. The measles and mumps have been 
only isolated cases and have not caused a great deal of concern. The 
whooping cough has been widely prevalent but we have had little real. 
concern from this sickness in that there have been relatively few 
complications. It is becoming increasingly apparent that children who 
have had their immunizations for whooping cough, have had the disease 
much less severely. The benefit of the inoculation, combined with the 
use of some of the newer drugs has greatly changed the picture from 
what we used to see in whooping cough. 


The presence of infectious and contagious diseases among the school 
children has caused considerable work for our school teachers and in 
many cases ill feeling between the teacher and the parents because 
children have returned to school without first having a certificate from — 
the local Health Officer or from their own physician. In many instances 
parents are apparently unaware of the contagiousness of chicken pox 
and other infectious diseases and they have sent their children to school 
still covered with a rash or evidence of infection. The teachers have 
been advised that these children carinot remain in school and expose 
other children. Many of us realize that it is difficult for children coming 
to school from out.of town on the buses to contact the parents and to 
make provisions to return the children home. However, this is a 
responsibility which must be assumed by the parents. The. children 
should not be sent to school when they are only partially recovered from 
a contagious disease with the expectation that the teacher will send the 
child to a doctor to see if he may stay in school. Generally, the doctors 
in this community are busy mornings making calls and they are not 
always available to see school children. Therefore, it should not be the 
responsibility of the teacher to see that these youngsters get their certif- 
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icates before returning to school. It is the responsibility of all the parents 
to make sure that their children have fully recovered from any contagious 
disease before returning to school and they themselves should take their 
children to a doctor for a health certificate. Otherwise, teachers have © 
been instructed to send all children home who have any suspicious 
evidence of a contagious disease. 

During the summer months of this year, the town of Wilton will 
again provide free inoculations against whooping cough and diphtheria 
and also free vaccinations. All parents are strongly urged to have their 
children inoculated against whooping cough; to get their protection 
against diphtheria and to have their vaccinations. As previously men-. 
tioned, the great majority of children so immunized, have a much shorter 
and much milder illness than those who have not been immunized. 
It is quite regrettable every fall, when whooping cough becomes prev- 
alent and unprotected children have been exposed, that so many parents 
go to their doctor at the last minute and want to get their youngsters 
protected from having this disease. I wish to emphasize that it takes 
several months after being inoculated for children to build up a sufh- 
cient resistance to protect them from whooping cough. Parents cannot 
expect to get any benefit from last minute inoculations. 

Concerning the safety of swimming in Wilson Lake, I would again 
like to stress the fact that the lake water has always been safe for swim- 
ming, that there has never been any evidence of any polio or any other 
contagious disease from the lake water. Water samples will again be 
taken from the recreation area during the coming summer, chiefly for 
the satisfaction of those who have been suspicious. 

The usual number of nuisance complaints have still been prevalent 
and these chiefly concerned the sewerage along the main stream and in 
certain areas in East Wilton. To correct these unsatisfactory situations 
is going to require a tremendous amount of money and_ probably 
eventually involve the establishment of a community sewerage disposal 
system. |

South Franklin County Tuberculosis & 
Health Association 


The twenty-third annual report of this association is submitted to 
the citizens of Wilton, and covers a period from January 1, 1950 to 
January 1, 1951. 

Facing the uncertainty of war times again within such a short time 
is indeed trying, but it is here, and face it we must. We are again 
talking civilian defense and probably each one is wondering what they 
can do. We are told, over and over, that the one thing we can all do 
is to keep our own physical, emotional, and spiritual selves in the best 
possible state. The balanced diet, the well ordered routine of rest, 
exercise and regular hours, accepting our limitations, and to be at peace 
with God and our fellow men is the best defense we, individually, can 
offer. 

The next step is community planning, that is, facing it together. 
We may have thought that while working on committees we were 
merely serving others. Now we are told that it is a kind of insurance 
for good mental health. Through group activity we learn to change 
our ideas, develop new ways of behaving, and new interests in life. We 
achieve emotional maturity by learning to work with others and gain 
_ the knowledge that one cannot live for one’s self alone. There will be 
many opportunities ahead for everyone to participate in some group 
activity. | 

The White House Conference on Children and Youth held in 
Washington in December, had accepted as it purpose the consideration 
of “ how we can develop in children the mental, emotional and spiritual 
qualities that make for happy childhood and responsible citizenship, 
and what physical, economic and social conditions are deemed necessary 
to this development.” 

Studies will be made of how groups work alone and cooperatively. 
The family is recognized as a basic unit and heads the list of institu- 
tions to be studied. Health has been placed first in human needs 
because it is fundamental to other needs. Possessing it we are able to 
increase production, maintain a high standard of living, and develop 
individual and family happiness and contentment. 
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Children are naturally better cared for when parents take the major 
responsibility for their health. This does not mean a lessening of the 
service of social agencies, but emphasis on teaching the family rather 
than giving individual assistance. The health problems of the child 
reflect the family problems, and give a general all over view of the 
status of community health. We have no staff to make a survey of 
community needs, but a visit to school and conference with teachers 
reveals many deficiencies in our community and family life. How — 
groups work individually and cooperatively to improve these conditions 
may be seen by observing the Mother’s Clubs working with teachers. 
Other groups with more ulterior motives could well start here and work. 
towards a general purpose of community betterment. 


Emphasis in our program is changed from year to year and condi- 
tions vary. After many years of planning, we expect that this year chest 
x-rays will be offered to the:general public. We hope that everyone, 
over 15, will take advantage of this survey. Many of you will be asked 
to serve on committees arranging these. 


The mill at East Wilton was x-rayed in May and one active case 
found. The need for more sanatorium beds is shown by the fact that 
this patient was not admitted until October. 89 tuberculin tests have 
been done with 4 reacting. There were 2 regular clinics where 32 Wilton 
patients were x-rayed. 33 home visits were made to tuberculosis patients 
or contacts. 

From our audiometer tests we secured a list with varying degrees 
of hearing loss. A clinic was planned at Farmington with Drs. Hill 
and Pratt of Waterville. At the last moment it was learned that so 
many did not have transportation that the appointments were cancelled, 
and an opportunity was lost. It does not seem wise to make any more 
plans until the transportation problem is solved. 


The first immunization clinic was a stampede but they did not hold 
out as well. Of the total of 207 attending, only 122 were completed. 
It is a waste of materials and volunteer help to start the series and not 
complete them. Dr. Colley takes his busy Saturday afternoon as it 
appears to be most convenient for parents. 1049 were vaccinated and as 
far as records show, they were all primary takes or immune reactions, 
which is unusual. 

We have had 535 conferences with teachers and superintendent 
regarding school children and made 48 home visits to aid parents in 
planning for their children. During the school year we find it dif- 
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ficult to make appointments for school examinations. We have done 
the basketball teams and some others, as time permitted. The PTA 
made a special effort to interest mothers in preschool examinations but 
the attendance at 3 clinics totaled 30, and so few went to their family 
doctor. 65 attended registration day. 

Our health histories have not always. been complete and to remedy 
this, we prepared a booklet which we hope mothers will record faithfully 
so when we ask for information they will be able to give it to us. This 
is a companion to the school health record which was new last year. 
Parents too, may find it useful. | 

We again offered a scholarship to the Workshop in Health Educa- 
tion at the U. of M. Of the four which have been awarded, only one 
application has been received from Wilton. teachers. 

Not included in above were: Home visits, 24, to those under school 
age, 19 to crippled children, 25 to those ill, and 170 interviews about 
various activities. 

Of the about 30 meetings attended by your worker, the most profit- 
able were the New England Conference on Rural Life and Education 
at Gorham Teachers College and the Board Members meeting in 
Portland. We feel that more people from our towns should attend these. 
The cost is not great and many were delegates from Farm Bureaus, 
Granges, PTA and school committees, etc. 

In closing, the Executive Committee wish to thank the many 
individuals and organizations for their cooperation and interest in the 
health work of their community.
